Various publications have led 
readers to believe that United States 
Farm Board was the holder of the 
greatest percentage of the United 
States wheat carryover and conse- 
quently responsible for the contin- 
ued low prices of wheat” In fact, 
this charge has been made time and 
agcin by U. 8. grain trade interests. 
It must come as a surprise to the 
general publi¢ to eo that on July 
1 the Farm Board’ cash wheat 
stocks were down to only 28 million 
bushels, This is equivalent to less 
than three weeks’ average consump- 
tion of wheat in the United States. 
The total wheat carryover in the 
United States as at July. 1° was 
around 370 million bushels.

Private Estimates for U. 8. 
and Canadian Wheat Crops 
The average of private Sri enes | 
of United States wheat crops as at 
July 1 was 702 million bushels as 
compared with 892 million bushels 
raised in 1931. Winter wheat crop 
estimates average 428 million bush- 
els. The average of spring wheat 
estimates was 273 million. 
Estimates of the Canadian .wheat 
crop ranged from 400 million bush- 
els to 500 million bushels, compar- 
ed with 300 million ‘bushels last 
year. 


World Wheat Problem 

Joseph S. Davis, in an analysis of 
the world wheat problem issued by 
the Food Reséarch Institute of Stan- 
ford University of California, sum- 
marizes the situation as follows: 

“Persisting surplus characterizes 
the current world wheat problem. 
For four years world wheat stocks 
have been excessive by 200 to” 300 
million bushels or more, 
supplies have continuously exceeded 
annual consumption plus normal 
carryovers, even after large diver- 
sion into low-priced markets. Mar- 
gins between export surpluses and 
import requirements have been ab- 
normally wide. Wheat prices in 
many countries have fallen distres- 
singly low. 

“he bumper crop of 
mainly responsible for 
gence of huge surplus. Deepening 
economic depression since 1929 has 
contributed to its persistence, but 
extensive government policies, ad- 
opted without regard to their bear- 
ing on the world situation, have 
been more largely responsible. 
Russia’s exports, the outcome of 
Soviet-planned policy, have been 
important in the past two years. 
Measures of many other nations 
hav @ caused contraction of con- 
sumption or restricted ite expansion, 
stimulated production, and increas- 
ed the effective burden of the sur- 
plus. :
